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MDTA WELDING CLASS AT WEST 
LIBERTY TO BE FOR VETERANS

An 18-week MDTA welding [ 
class is scheduled to start at 
West Liberty Aug. 17. It will j 
provide welding training for 18 j 
area men and will be taught 
by Ray Stratton of West Liber¬ 
ty. 

A recent switch in federal 
priorities, however, dictates 
that the class will be made up 
predominantly, and “probably 
chtirely” of Vietnam War vet¬ 
erans, according to Dale How¬ 
ard of the Morehead Unemploy¬ 
ment Office, which screens ap¬ 
plicants for MDTA training 
classes. 

Howard told this newspaper 
that approximately two-thirds 
of the 18 trainees will be from 
Morgan County. The remainder 
will be from Elliott, Carter, 
Menifee. Bath, and Rowan. 

The class originally was set 
up to train men from the rolls 
of the underemployed, and some 
from the Morgan County Con 
centrated Employment Program 
(CEP). 

As a result of the priority [ 
iwitch, the Morgan County CEP 
program may sustain a loss of 
operating funds. Federal offi¬ 
cials have warned local CEP 
officials that unless some of 
the county’s 44 CEP partici 
pants are enrolled in some type 
of training program before 
October 31, the program may 
not be refunded. 

“Wc were really banking on 
this welding course,” said CEP 
Director Paul Carpenter, “and 
there are no other training 
courses available for CEP par¬ 
ticipants at this time.” 

The 44 CEP participants are 
all former participants of the 
old Work Experience and 
Training Program. 

A loss of CEP operating funds 
would badly cripple the home 
repair for the elderly program 
in Morgan County, Carpenter 
said. He pointed out that a- 
round 30 of the 44 CEP parti 
cipants are employed with the 
home repair program. 

The manpower development 
committee of the Morgan Coun¬ 
ty Development Association this 
week launched an effort to se¬ 
cure a second MDTA welding 
class at West Liberty to run 
simultaneously with the class 
that begins Aug. 17 or to com¬ 
mence immediately after the 
18-week course for veterans is 
completed. 

Carpenter said he was hope¬ 
ful that the second class could 
be approved and that some CEP 
participants could be included 
in it for training.

r>ual meeting of the Virginia 
Academy of Science in Rich¬ 
mond, Va., last week. 

The scientists was Dr. Z. V. 
Harvalk, physicist and chief 
consultant of the U. S. Army 
Advance Material Concepts 
Agency. He presented a paper 
on dowsing at the meeting of 
scientists. 

Dr. Harvalk said there is 
more physics than fakery in 
the principle of dowsing. 

From time immimmorial 
dowsers have used a forked 
i willow limb to find water 
! when sinking a water well. 1 
i Some believe in it while 
others scoff at it as fakery. 

And some believe in dows- 
I ing so strongly they use it to 
j find underground oil and other 
' valuable elements. Some wa- j 
j terworks officials and contrac-1 
j tors even use the principle to , 
j find locatioin of lost water- 
mains. But they use a forked 
j piece of wire instead of a 
willow limb. And it saves a 
lot of digging, they tell you. 

Dr. Harvalk says the human 
body seems to be able to de- 
i tect minute changes in a 
j magnetic field. When the hu¬ 
man body interacts with such 
j a minute change, a slight, 
j twisting of the forearms oc- 
' curs. 

The slight twisting can be 
1 detected if the person is hold¬ 
ing a relatively long rod which 
amplifys the motion. Amplifi- 
l cation, in fact, is the only pur- 
I pose of the so-called diving 
I rod. Harvalk says, so they 
can be made of anything, me.

, The same quarter-block 
’ area of West Liberty’s Main 
Street that was ravaged by 
a fire earlier this month was 
1 wiped out by fire on Decem¬ 
ber 4, 1932. Estimated loss in 
this year’s fire is around 
$200,000. Loss of buildings and 
businesses on the same site 
back in 1932 was estimated 
^ at $25,000, according to an old 
s edition of The Courier. (The 
t story from the Dec. 8 , 1932 
edition of The Courier was 
published in last week’s pa- 
pur.) In that 1932 edition, 

’ Norman Gullett’s Home Meat 
Market was advertising sir¬ 
loin steak for 25 cents per 
pound and beef roast for 15 
cents per pound. A pound of 
breakfast bacon sold for 20 
cents per pound. Two stores 
which were burned out during 
the 1932 fire—Stanley Ryan’s 
Jew Store and Blair, Bellamy 
and Caskqy—earlier had ad¬ 
vertised “men’s sheepskin 
coats $2.69,” “men’s rubber 
j boots $1.29,” “ladies’ fine crepe 
} and silk dresses $3.00 and up.” 

! Judged by today’s inflated 
standards, these sums don’t 
, j seem like very much, How- 
, ever, in 1932, the nation was 
. in the middle of “the great 
j depression.” Money was scarce, 

. hard to come by, and many 
, had to dig deep in order to 
. afford the items mentioned 
above. That same year, Frank- 
r lin D. Roosevelt was elected 
’ President on the Democrat 
. ticket—his first term—by the 
largest majority ever regis- 
, tered in a presidential race, 
and the Republicans predicted 
f that the Democrat victory 
would “be accompanied by 
such calamities as the grow¬ 
ing of grass in the city 
streets.”

Though beloved by Morgan 
County’s new country club set, 
the game of golf is foreign and 
somewhat mystifying to most 
Morgan Countians. The intrica¬ 
cies of the game are not quite 
so mystifying, however, if you 
think of golf merely as a form 
of billiards; or as some refer 
; to it: “cow pasture pool.” 

The Lexington Herald-Leader 
this week joined the ranks of 
conservationists whose aim is 
to preserve East Kentucky's 
Red River Gorge in its natural 
state. It seems like only yester- 
! day that our editorials against 
a proposed high dam that 
would have inundated the wild¬ 
erness gorge drew the ire and 
verbal fire of the Lexington 
newspaper. We're glad they’ve 
come around to our way of 
thinking. We figured they would | 
once they quite listening to the 
glib line of the Army Corps of j 
Engineers and looked into the 
facts for themselves. Here’s 
what Lexington Herald Editor 
Don Mills had to say regarding 
the gorge in Sunday’s edition 
of the Lexington paper: 

“Penrose Ecton of this city, 
a man who truly loves nature 
and the outdoors, presented a 
magificent slide show about the 
Red River Gorge the other day 
to the Lexington Rotary Club. 1 
“Ecton, who is president of a 
supply company here, spends 
just about every available week¬ 
end hiking in the Gorge. He's 
oeen up and down practically 
every trail in the Daniel Boone 
Forest which surrounds the 
Gorge. , 

“Watching his excellent pre¬ 
sentation of the colorful river, 
water falls, wild towers, rock 
formation, the great variety of 
trees and the unspoiled wilder¬ 
ness one could not help but 
think how fortunate Lexington 
is to have such a place so close 
by. It’s only about 45 minutes 
away by car. 

“In the years to come, as the 
population of this area mush¬ 
rooms, it will be appreciated 
even more — providing, of 
course, the area can be presen 
ed in its wilderness state. His 
shots of the Red River were , 


particularly outstanding. 

“It is good to know that not 
all our rivers are ruined, not 
nil our waterways are polluted 
The Red is a good example. 
There is n way to preserve these 
rivers officially. 

“They can be brought under 
the protection of the Interior 
Department by adding them to 
the national system of Wild and 
Scenic Rivers. 

“Here in Kentucky, the wild 
rivers have strong and articul¬ 
ate ^friends. We also have a fev' 
ivers. Fortunately we have not 
on the Red but also the Cum¬ 
berland. Rockcastle and Green 
rivers to mention only four. 

“The Red is the wildest of 
them all as far as white water 
and rock formations are con 
cerned and well-protected by 
forested and unpopulated areas. 
But the Cumberland, which 
works its way through south¬ 
eastern Kentucky, is a beautiful 
clear dark stream worth pre¬ 
serving, too. 

“The Rockcastle, which be¬ 
gins as a small creek near Mc¬ 
Kee in Jackson County and works 
its way south through Rock¬ 
castle County and finally into 
the Cumberland in Laurel Coun¬ 
ty, is another beautiful moun 
tain stream. 

I “There are stretches of all 
four of these rivers that ought 
j to be preserved. An effort was 
! made to do just this in the 
! last session of the legislature 
but the hill was mutilated and 
finally defeated in the State 
Senate. It takes an act of the 
legislature before a river can 
be added to the national system 
J of Wild and Scenic Rivers. 

“Strangely enough. Kentucky, 
which has more miles of run¬ 
ning rivers and streams than 
j eny other state except Alaska, 

! is one of the few states which 
j hasn't taken advantage of the 
I national program. But another 
| effort will be made in the 1972 
legislature. 

“The reasons why these riv 
ers should be preserved are 
more than aesthetic, although 
beauty must be considered. 

“We certainly are going to 
outgrow our water supply some¬ 
day, barring a catacylsm which 
will do away with users of wat¬ 
er. We’re going to need to pro¬ 
tect that which we have, we’re 
going to have to keep it clean, 
end we might as well enjoy 
the recreational possibilities of 
these waters while we’re at 
it.”
